To Florida From Enemy Planes And 


Demand Greater Protection

\ 
LTHOUGH 
the 
government 
is 
hurrying and 
scurrying and hustling and hustling, in th? pro- 
duction of army and navy aviators and infantrymen 
and artillerymen and other soldiers down in Florida., 
we have no ground defenses there against aerial 
attack worth mentioning. We have no anti-aircraft 
guns, or a» least not in sufficient numbers to stand 
off a real hot raid by a squadron of well disciplined 
Everglades mosquitoes, not to mention a human foe. 
It is with no intention of alarming you that we 
write of these thing®, hut we tell you again that it 
is from the south the enemy will rome. if he comes, 
and there is no reason to disguise an essential weak­ 
ness of on? of our generally weakest points—end 
the most vital. You have to have antiaircraft awtll- 
lery as part of the defence of a city against bomb­ 
ers. There is not one well defended city on the 
Florida peninsula. 
We think one thing there is no need to worry 
about is th? enemy parachutist. A parachutist who 
took off ad lib, so to speak, over any part of South 
Florida, would Just be betting against himself. The 
price would be lbO to I that he would not hit firm 
ground. 
O 
UR suspicion that those parachutists were vastly 
over rated anyway seems somewhat confirmed by 
the testimony of the British who foueht In Cr?*?. 
They say they potted the parachutists Ilk? shoot­ 
ing fish. The sky Jumpers may be all right for 
certain purposes but not for a eenernl invasion, 
save perhaps of poorly defended countries You safe­ 
ly can string with the Florida water and wast?, 
lands against the parachutists. 
But the highways over which we might have to 
rush mechanized troops down the peninsula are 
nothing to brag about. They are a1! right for the 
tourist traffic in the winter, but the tourists are 
hastening to no other strife than an assault upon the 
pari-mutuels, which usually await the pleasure of 
the attacker.

-R \FFIC is what interferes with a driver’s en­ 
joyment of four wheels and a zippy engine 
on which the finance company holds a mortgage. 
This is due to lack of consideration on tbs

of other drivers who insist on getting in his w'av 
when he wants to go fast and on getting ahead 
of him when he wants to go slow. The other drivers 
do not know their stuff. 
It is due also to their vicious habit of failing 
to give him his share of the road when he wants 
it and showing resentment when he fails to give 
them their share of the road when they want It.. 
They do not know how to drive. 
This could be fixed with no trouble at all if other 
drivers 
would follow 
his 
example and 
manage 
their vehicles with skill. But this they stubbornly 
refuse to do. He refuses to recognize this as a 
proper state of affairs.

If circumstances do not permit explanation by 
word of mouth, he will convey his thoughts by blas:* 
on the horn of his conveyance and bv using his 
conveyance to shoulder snd crowd other convey­ 
ances Into a state of submission. Moreover, if any­ 
thing goes wrong, he will stand on his legal rights. 
Other drivers do the same thing to him, hut this 
need be of no concern to a good driver because 
other drivers are wrong, he Is right, and justice 
ultimately will prevail. 
Thus it is seen why traffic generates not only 
friction between drivers, but friction between con­ 
veyances, which is the very word that traffic ex­ 
perts employ to dlseribe what happens when convey­ 
ances collide with fatal or near-fatal results. 
The remarkable thing about, this is that the 
driver alway# is right. There were 35,000 pe-sons 
killed and almost 38 times that many injured in 
traffic accidents in the United States last year, and 
not a single accident in which a driver admitted 
he was wrong, a remarkable situation.

RealQoodCoffee 


By ELEANOR ROSS

N 
O m atter how 
expensive the 
coffee making equipment, eof- 
won’t be a success unless the 
equipment is properly looked after 
and cleaned. Coffee failures, ac­ 
cording to a recent report by the 
research departm ent of the coffee 
industry, are moat frequently a t­ 
tributed to lack of cleanliness of 
the percolator, drip m aker or other 
device. 
Many women have assumed that 
a dark brown staining of the in­ 
terior of the coffee m aker is in­ 
evitable and have done little to 
prevent or remove it before it has 
become fixed. The coffee industry 
suggests that the first step is to 
em pty the grounds from the m a­ 
chine and 
wash 
it 
well in bot 
soapy water. 
Must Bs Rinssd 
As a second basic rule it ie sug­ 
gested that the entire coffee maker 
should he washed as a separate 
entity and that thorough rinsing 
with hot water should follow the 
washing in every instance. If there 
is a stain on the towel after dry­ 
ing. then the task has not been 
properly done. 
Often coffee stains on glass are 
caused by excessive hard water. 
Boil a solution 
of 
three 
table­ 
spoons baking soda and a quart 
of w ater in the m aker for about 
IO minutes. For an aluminum pot, 
there should he a weekly scouring 
with steel wool and soap. 
Never, never use soda for clean­ 
ing an aluminum coffee maker. 
For porcelain o r enamel ware, 
once a month put non-metal parts 
of equipment in a large kettle and 
boil for IO minutes in a solution 
m ade of a tablespoon of baking 
soda to a quart of water.
